replacement serve out the remaining 
three years of Ted Kennedy's term. 

There are impending votes on 
health-care reform, which Kennedy 
called the cause of his life. Other im- 
portant votes will come up over the 
next several months, as well, possibly 
including climate-change legislation. 
And who knows what else may arise, 
from nomination confirma- 
tions to further action on 
the groaning economy. 

Without a second senator 
from the Bay State, Demo- 
crats will fall one short of 
the 60 votes needed to block 
a filibuster on the floor. Is 
that a political calculation? 
Of course. Does that mean 
we should leave the seat va- 
cant? No. 

, back in 2004 state 
Democrats rejected the idea 
of having the governor ap- 
point a Senate replacement, 
when they changed the law 
to let voters fill a vacancy 
with a special election. But Republicans 
who were right then in their support of 
such a measure, and are criticizing it 
now, have no argument against it — ex- 
cept their own political interests 

We are glad that Massachusetts legisla- 

cheduled a hearing for Septem- 
de whether Governor Deval 
Id be allowed to name a tem- 
cement, as Kennedy expressly 
rtly before his death. That 
ggests a necessarily rapid pace.

After all, sometimes we really do learn 
about statute’s deficiencies seeing 
in action. That is the case now. 

Without a temporary Senaté appoint- 
ment, the vaunted Kennedy staff cannot 
continue its constituent-service work. 

After Kennedy died, his Senate staff 
was told to shut down operations in 60 
days. But the directive also precluded 
them from doing any work other than 
dismantling itself. Since the Senate seat 
is officially vacant, the staff 
has no authority to do its 
normal work. 

The scope and importance 
of that work was testified to 
repeatedly the days fol- 
lowing Kennedy’s death. 
Kennedy’s office helped Mas- 
sachusetts residents — tens 
of thousands of them — with 
everything from Byzantine 
immigration bureaucracy to 
public-housing problems. 

Hundreds, if not thou- 
sands, of Massachusetts 
citizens have case files in 
Kennedy’s office awaiting 
action. The staff is currently 
unable to assist them. 

By the time a new senator is elected on 
January 19, the Kennedy operation will 
have long been broken up and shut down; 
its much-desired staffers will have been 
hired away. 

A temporary appointment would allow 
Kennedy’s staff to resume its work, and to 
remain in place to ensure a smooth transition 
when the elected senator arrives in January. 

The importance of the operational part 
of the Senate duties suggests an excel- 
lent temporary appointment: Paul Kirk, 
chairman of the John F. Kennedy Library 
Foundation’s board of trustees. 

Those who don’t know Kirk may have 
seen him emcee the “Irish wake” memorial 
at the JFK Library last Friday. Kirk is one of 
Kennedy’s oldest and most trusted advi- 
sors; he served as an aide to the senator in 
the 1960s and '7os, and as his presidential 
campaign manager in 1980. Kirk would be 
able to step in immediately to lead Kenne- 
dy’s staff, who knows him well. He can be 
counted on, as much as anyone, to vote in 
accordance with Kennedy’s wishes. Plus, at 
age 70, not looking use appoint- 

ment to further a political career. 
Other excellent names are also 
being bandied about, including 
former governor Michael Duka- 
kis, former Massachusetts attor- 
ney general Scott Harshbarger, 
former state Democratic Party 
chair Phil Johnston, former state 
senator Lois Pines, and Democrat- 
ic activist and former Tufts Health 
Plan CEO James Roosevelt Jr. All 
are deserving of the honor, as are 
many others. 

But we think Kirk makes the 
most sense to serve out the next 
few months in Kennedy's honor. 
The state legislature should move 
quickly give Patrick the power

“Since [Kennedy's] license had been suspended,”

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HAMMER SWINGS 
THROUGH HARVARD 


When he was known as MC Hammer, the 

man born Stanley Burrell famously sold 
consumers Rick James samples and para- 

chute pants. More recently, he success- 

fully pitched his reality show, Hammer- 

time, to A&E, and in his spare time sells 

Jesus on the Trinity Broadcasting Net 

work. It may shock some that he was asked 

to lecture at the Cravity Summit for social-media 
marketing at Harvard this past Monday, but to his 
more than 1.3 million Twitter followers, Hammer 
is a new-school David Ogilvy. 

A self-described “serial entrepreneur” who has 
been in business since his days scalping tickets at the 
Oakland Coliseum, Hammer was in esteemed com- 
pany at Harvard. Josh Levine of the Los Angeles-based 
Rebel Industries described his company’s water- 
shed hip-hop marketing campaign for Scion; CNN 
VP of digital and development marketing Andy 
Mitchell boasted about his network’s user-based 
news platform (regularly skewered by Jon Stewart). 

Still, Hammer’s keynote speech was, er, hard 
to touch. 

“With social media, you no longer have to holler at the news,” 
Hammer told the assorted crowd of students, tech hitters, and business- 
people gathered in the Harvard Faculty Club. “With social media, you can 
change the news.” 

Hammer walks his talk. Whereas five years ago the Oakland rapper 
hardly registered on America’s secular radar, he re-branded himself as a 
Web guru seemingly overnight — not only through Facebook and Twitter, 
but also as a Silicon Valley regular, and with dancejam.com, his dynamic 
dance video and competition site. One participant jokingly asked if there 
were any “Hammerisms” for aspiring social-media moguls to consult in

pursuit of their Web-market dreams. Hammer said “no,” but the crowd defi- 
nitely found at least one gem to be especially insightful: “Perception trumps 


reality these days.” 

The day-long seminar — Webcast live on cnn.com — could have con- 
vinced the crustiest of Luddites to update their status. “Twitter is your 
brand’s CNN,” said one speaker, who offered the example of how Dell has 
reportedly done $3 million in sales through Twitter links. 

In his turn, Hammer was reluctant to advertise specific brands that he 
anticipates will make him rich zh social networking. But it’s clear 
that he doesn’t spend 18 hours per day typing sound bites just for fun; 
Hammer tweets for the sa 
and that Willie Sutton used to rob banks: that’s where the money is. Or at 
least where it will be.

WHEELS MOTION 


David Branigan, who recently 
returned to town after more 

than a year in Koforidua, in A 
Eastern Ghana, says what he 
Missed most about Boston is 

the “efficiency.” That might ‘ 
us here who have ever waited 

for the Number 66 bus in the 
thick of winter. 

Branigan arrived in Ko- 
foridua in May 2008 as a 
representative of local non- 
profit Bikes Not Bombs (BNB), 
which had partnered with the 
Chanaian-based Emmanuel 
Educational Foundation and 
Sports Academy for the Physi- 
cally Challenged (EEFSA) on 
project that would provide 
training in bike mechanics —= 
and business administra- 
tion to disabled Ghanaians. 
(See “Empowerment on Two 
Wheels,” November 7, 2008.) 
BNB has sent more than 
37,000 bikes to the poorest spots on Earth, and 
almost 9000 of those have been sent to Chana. 

During those first few months in the West 
African nation, Branigan was awestruck by 
the chaotic roads there. “The flow of traffic is 
different,” remembers the Pennsylvania na- 
tive. “It’s not very controlled, and so cars will 
turn without signals. . . . There are sometimes 
enormous potholes and four-foot gutters on the 
side of the road.” (Actually, that sounds kind of 
like Boston.) 

Branigan, who recruited and trained two 
salespeople and four mechanics, says he grew 
close with one of his new colleagues — Adjen, 
the only one of the bunch who could actually 
ride a bike. “After work, we'd always ride home 
together,” he recalls. “And it was just so beauti- 
ful at dusk riding through the streets with Ad- 
jen, who’s just this race devil. He’s got this one 
strong leg and the other one is really thin, and 
he just races, man.” 

Each of the workers at Ability Bikes (as 
it was officially named) brought their own 
experiences and desires to the project. This 
occasionally resulted in tension between the

mechanics — the confident, reliable crafts- 
man and farmer Julius and the fiery social- 
justice advocate Sule, in particular. And 
then there was the issue of Miriam, the lone 


female mechanic. In the workshgp, the males 


often took over, even though she'd eventually 
learn to build bikes better and faster 
than them. 

Despite this sporadic strain, Ability Bikes 
gradually developed into a strong business. 
And on August 18, the shop's training wheels 
came off. That was the day Branigan left 
Ghana to take a post as BNB’s international- 
programs director, a position that will enable 
him to further collaborate with Ability Bikes 
in the future. 

That's not to say he won't miss his Ghana- 
ian life, and the bike shop he and his new 
friends built from scratch. 

“I'll miss every moment that I'd see things 
going really well at the shop,” notes Branigan. 
“Every moment that I'd see Miriam building a 
wheel, then checking the wheel and seeing it’s 
awesome, it’s perfect. That feels so good.”

On a national level, Ted Kennedy was 

posthumously hailed champion the 
underprivileged, recognized respectfully even by 
his opponents as the Liberal Lion. But one striking 
aspect of the Kennedy tributes was the focus on the 
help and his office provided for ordinary indi- 
viduals in Massachusetts — all those things that 
fall under the category “constituent services.” 
Tales Kennedy’s responsiveness came from all 
corners, and it was those acts — far more than his 
impressive legislative accomplishments, or even 
the Kennedy family name — that brought tens of 
thousands out to pack the streets and stand in line 
to say farewell to their long-time senator. 

That legacy of constituent service could cast a 
long shadow over the campaign to replace him. 
Ordinarily, that aspect of the job doesn’t even enter 
into the debate — not when a US Senate seat is on 
the line. But in the upcoming special election to 
replace Kennedy, the policy differences among the 
Democratic candidates are likely to be minor. That 
may leave the December 8 primary voters asking 
themselves: who will be most like Ted, taking care 
of us back home? 

Several political observers suggest that this 
could be a vulnerability for Martha Coakley, the 
attorney general and almost certain com- 
petitor for Kennedy’s seat. 

Coakley, they say, does have a lot going for her 
as a Senate candidate.

recognition and high favorability ratings. She is 
seen as competent and smart. She will have plenty 
institutional support from within the party. 
And, unless Vicki Kennedy seeks to succeed her 
husband, Coakley will probably be the only woman 
running effort become the first female 
senator ever from Massachusetts. 

Where Coakley may be weak, however, is in 
constituent services — which has never been part 
of her job description, either as AC or in her previ- 
ous position, Middlesex County district attorney. 

Her likely opponents — including Congressmen 
Michael Capuano, Steve Lynch, and Ed Markey, 
and former congressmen Joe Kennedy and Marty 
Meehan — will be able to cite real examples of their 
actually helping people in their districts. 

In fact, two veteran Democratic party insiders — 
not wanting to be named pointing out potential 


candidate flaws — hypothesize that Coakley has 
fashioned a somewhat icy, aloof public image. 
That’s standard political strategy for a woman run- 
ning for prosecutor’s job, but might the wrong 
image to attract an electorate voting in the after- 
math of Kennedy’s death. 


AND THE GOP? 

That impressive roster Democratic candidates 
will be engaged in a fierce, three-month battle 

for the special-election primary. Given the heavy 
Democratic firepower, the relatively anemic candi- 
dates likely to be vying for the Republican nomina- 
tion may be an afterthought. 

The humiliation has already started. When 
Deval Patrick announced, earlier this week, that 
the Kennedy-seat special election will be held on 
January 19, several local and national pundits 
quickly comm.ented that the real election will 
December Republicans have little chance 
Massachusetts, they said, that the Democratic pri- 
mary will be the de facto final. 

That might turn out true, but not because 
Republicans can’t compete in a Massachusetts 
statewide contest. Before Patrick won in 2006, 
remember that the GOP had won four straight 
gubernatorial elections. And Republican William 
Weld came within eight percentage points 
incumbent John Kerry’s Senate seat in 1994. Two 
Republicans vying for governor next year — Charlie 
Baker and Christy Mihos — are currently running 
slightly ahead of Patrick in the polls. 

And a good candidate — like Baker, if he wasn’t 
already committed to his race — would be able to 
make open Senate race competitive. But even 
some Republican insiders concede that, right now, 
the state GOP has nobody substance put 
the ballot. 

In fact, political observers express amazement 
that, in the year-plus since Kennedy revealed he 
was ill, no Republicans seem to have been doing 
anything position themselves potential 
candidates. 

One Republican consultant says that GOP party 
leaders in the state should stop complaining about 
plans to give appointment power to Governor 
Patrick, because “at the end of the day, if [the GOP} 


doesn’t have candidate, doesn’t matter.” 

The same consultant says that Baker is going 
to have enough trouble raising money for a major 
gubernatorial campaign, given the woeful state of 
the Massachusetts GOP. little hope that 
Senate candidate could raise much money at the 
same time. 

That’s why Republicans are looking for some- 
one with the means to self-finance. But one 
often-mentioned possibility, financial manager 
Christopher Egan, has attempt establish 
his name and credentials. And now, coping with the 
tragic death last week his father, EMC Corp. found- 
Richard Egan (who, according reports, took his 
own life while in the final stages of lung cancer), 
insiders doubt he would mount a major campaign. 

The other cash-cow possibility, of course, is 
former lieutenant governor Kerry Healey. Healey 
spent nearly $10 million from her own pocket on 
her 2006 gubernatorial campaign, and 
plenty more where that came from (i.e., her hus- 
band’s management firm). But all that money only 
bought Healey pathetic percent the vote 
06, and state Republicans are not enthused about 
having her once again represent the party. 

State Senator Scott Brown appears interested 
running, and while few give him much 
chance, he at least has been trying to raise his 
profile and demonstrate his fundraising over the 
past year or so. The same can't be said for other 
prominent Republicans in the state. When’s the 
last time you heard anything interesting about the 
issues of the day from former US attorney Michael 
Sullivan, former lieutenant-governor candidate 
Reed Hillman, or former congressman and state 
party chair Peter Torkildsen? 

The desperate depths of the party show in the 
names being dredged up as possible candidates. 
There’s Andrew Card, whose years George 
Bush’s chief of staff make his candidacy in this 
state a non-starter. There’s former party chair James 
Rappaport, who has lived in Arizona for more than 
three years. There’s even former state treasurer Joseph 
Malone, last seen getting his clock cleaned in the 
Republican gubernatorial primary way back in 1998. 

Open US Senate seats in Massachusetts don’t 
come up very often — this is the first one here in 
a quarter-century. State Republicans may see the 
opportunity go by without even looking like a rel- 
evant factor. 


FORGOTTEN CITY 

While no one can say yet with any authority who 
will emerge victorious from the special-election 
Democratic primary in December, most experts 
agree that that contest will completely overwhelm 
the Boston city elections of November 3. 

The Senate race will dominate media coverage 
from here for the city elections will 
almost certainly be low, as will contributions to 
city candidates. Plus, veteran political observers say 
very lifeblood campaigns the people 
who work or volunteer for the candidates — will be 
siphoned away from city elections. 

All of this figures to aid Tom Menino, rather 
than his attention-starved challengers the 
mayoral race. 

It should also help incumbent city councilors, 
most notably at-large councilors Stephen Murphy 
and John Connolly. One City Hall insider, who is a 
loyalist of one of those incumbents, says that his 
reaction to learning of the December 8 primary date 
was, “Thank you, Ted Kennedy, for protecting your 
Irish brothers.” ©

The results are “normal.” breathe 

sigh relief. But should re- 
lieved? been two years since heard 
registered nurse tell me “You have HPV,” 
and still getting scraped from the 
inside out, still making appointments to 
see doctors, and still terrified that get 
cancer. Abnormal cells have appeared and 
disappeared, then reappeared again, like 
a cheesy David Blaine trick — an ordeal 
made worse by the fact that, really, so lit- 
tle is openly discussed about this sexually 
transmitted disease. 

Not familiar with this nightmare? 
Well, the human papilloma virus (HPV) 
has probably affected someone you know. 
According to a fact sheet from the Centers 
for Disease Control (CDC), at least so per- 
cent of all sexually active Americans will 
eventually contract HPV. Other estimates 
from such organizations as the American 
Social Health Association nonprofit 
organization and creator of the National 
HPV and Cervical Cancer Prevention 
Resource Center put the number 
those who have the virus at more like 75 
percent. That’s because, with many 
sexually transmitted diseases (STDs), some 
people who have the virus do not even 
know they are carriers. In fact, there is no 
test to determine if a man has HPV. One 
of the only outward signs through which 
a man can confirm he has the virus is if 
he sees genital warts and then goes to the 

rtr ent, says Dr. Sara Barton, 
year resident at Brigham 


re directly (and, at its worst, 

fatally) — HPV can also be a stealthy foe 
The disease can remain indefinitely unde- 
tected in that it is possible for a female to 
develop an infection that could clear before 
she goes into office for her 
annual exam. Not even PAP 
painless test done when a doctor swabs 
a woman's cervix to test for abnormal 
cells — will pick up all cases. Thus, the 
75 percent figure hardly seems hyperbolic. 

What this means, statistically, is that 
if you haven't gotten the virus, your part- 
ner (or former partner) probably will. 
And you remain sexually active guess 


what? that means you probably will 
too. (Regardless your gender sexual 
orientation.) 

Welcome the club. 

The most debilitating aspect HPV 
not the pelvic ache cramping, the 
incredibly uncomfortable scooping and 
scraping inside or outside your most 
sensitive parts, or even the waiting for 
results to determine if you have cancer. 
It’s having no fucking clue what’s coming 
you next. 


HALF THE BATTLE 

“Like [with] any STD, young women are 
not fully informed,” says Judy Norsigian, 
executive director and a founder of the 
Boston Women’s Health 
Book Collective, a nonprofit 
women’s health-education, 
advocacy, and consulting or- 
ganization. “There are lots of 
Web sites with information, 
but it’s very general.” 

One would think that 
least million Americans 
are carrying this virus 
(with another 6.2 million 
contracting every year), 
there would be mountains of 
information out there, plus 
a whole lot of people coming 
forward to talk about their 
experiences. But that yet 
another source of frustra- 
tion: while there are some 
good resources online (the 
CDC Web site, plannedpar- 
enthood.com, and webmd.com, to name 
a few), there are virtually no real-life 
accounts from people battling and deal- 
ing with the virus. you are looking for 
human to retell her (or his) story in full and 
give you some basic answers — like “Could 
this come back?” — you'll unwittingly 
embark upon an online scavenger hunt 
that could last well into the next century. 

Part the difficulty finding first- 
hand accounts has to do with the stigma 
attached to HPV. People are ashamed to 
admit they have it, because STDs connote 
“dirty.” But the eye-opening number of 
people who have make such stigma

out place. 

In fact, doctors I spoke with say that, 
when treating sexually active individuals, 
they act as if everyone has HPV. Even oral 
sex high ground from the dangers 
the virus, as it can, believe it or not, lead 
throat cancer. Nor will using condoms 
completely protect against HPV; while 
they greatly reduce the chances of getting 
it, they hardly ensure it. 

“The biggest misconception about 
being infected with HPV is that it’s like 
being infected with gonorrhea or herpes,” 
says Dr.. Barton. “Basically, if you’ve been 
sexually active, you’ve been exposed. It 
doesn’t [equate to] sexual promiscuity.” 

Having an STD that many associate 
with being a slut is not the 
easiest thing come for- 
ward with, which is prob- 
ably why many don’t. But 
I have no shame (my nick- 
name until few years 
ago was Dirty), so I’m will- 
ing the human poster 
out there helps 
the mystified myriads of 
you with HPV reading this 
article understand it better. 


STORY 
Like most people, first 
played into the societal 
nisconceptions of the virus 
and blamed myself. Then I 
blamed fiancé (now 
husband) especially after 
he told me one of his exes 
from college had cervical cancer (which is 
usually caused by HPV). But, really, like 
Dr. Barton says, 
if you've had sex, you’ve been exposed to 
the virus. Dr. Barton also cautions that the 
virus can be dormant in your body for 
doctors-don’t-even-know-how-long before 
it decides to create a lesion, or wart, or 
some outward sign (if it does at all). 

So, though I understand the urge to 
do so, the blame-game is best left alone. 
Besides, there are door prizes for figur- 
ing out where it came from. 

There are so many mysterious aspects 
to HPV, as well, including the fact that

lot times, people don’t know that 
viruses can live in their bodies forever,” 
says Olivia Lau, a nurse practitioner at 
Planned Parenthood in Somerville, speak- 
ing of HPV strains. “They [might] never 
go away. We’ve had abnormal PAPs [PAP 
smears], colposcopies [more on this one 
later], and then they go back to normal, 
and then, down the road, they come back 
abnormal again.” 

That is exactly what has happened to 
me. My whole ordeal began in May 2007, 
when was living near Oklahoma City 
and got my annual PAP smear. The only 
reason I made an appointment in the 
first place was because needed refill 
birth-control pills — I didn’t even need an 
annual exam. But to get a refill you gotta 
get check-up, and now should happy 
did. guess. 

About two weeks later, Planned 


Parenthood Central Oklahoma called 
back with test results and told 
had an abnormal PAP smear with the pres- 
ence of LSIL cells. They said I should come 
in for a colposcopy. 

I nearly dropped the phone. LSIL cells? 
What in the hell does that mean? Colpo- 
what-the-fuck?

The good news that LSIL cells usually 
“resolve” themselves (go back to normal) 
within two years. When dealing with 
LSIL cells, doctors recommend the “wait 
and watch” (a/k/a the “sit and be tor- 
tured”) method. But the waiting (and 
waiting and waiting) is an ill-advised invi- 
tation for curious doomsayers like me to 
research “LSIL” and “squamous cells” 
ad nauseum. And what pops up promi- 
nently in nearly every Google search for 
these words? “Cancer.” 

After seeing that dreaded word, wasn’t 
about to gamble. I followed the herd and 
went back doctor. switched pri- 
vate practitioner’s office for a colposcopy, 

procedure which gynecologist basi- 
cally spreads a woman wide open, gets out 
microscope, and stares into her vagina 
see if her cervix has any abnormal-looking 
cell growth (like the LSIL areas) that can be 
pinpointed for cancer-testing biopsy. 


Pain-wise, the procedures aren’t 
bad as they sound. The colposcopy doesn’t 
hurt. And while the biopsies don’t feel 
good by any stretch of the imagination, 
they don’t necessarily cause too much 
pain, done gently (as gently slicing 
piece your cervix from inside you can 
be done, anyway). 

Psychologically, though, the process 
is terrifying. One colposcopy and a few 
biopsies later, I was in the doctor’s office 
with my fiancé, about to freak the fuck 
out the doctor continuously mentioned 
cancer possible outcome these 
results. until that point, had been 
relatively calm, but that damn doctor 
must have used the word 20 times in my 
15-minute visit. 

Cancer can and does develop for people 
with HPV — it is, after all, the leading 
cause of cervical cancer. But it’s cer- 
tainly not something to obsess over if 
regular check-ups are being done, says 
Dr. Janelle Luk, a third-year resident at 
Massachusetts General Hospital (MGH). 
“Only a small percentage would develop 
cervical cancer if the abnormal cells were 
not removed,” concurs the National Cancer 
Institute HPV Q&A Web site. 

Even rarer are the HPV-caused cancers 
of the anus, vulva, vagina, and, most 
rarely, the penis. (Basically, if it’s in your 
pants, it’s vulnerable, though again, your 
chances of getting those are remote. 

I, however, was traumatized by this 
Okie doctor and left a blubbering mess. 
Was I going to die? Would I ever have kids? 


INDUCTION INTO THE CLUB 

During this time of wait and watch/sit 
and be tortured, I talked to nearly all my 
girlfriends across the nation and found out 
more than a few of them had also had 
run-ins with HPV. 

One friend — we’ll call her Sandy, since 
she doesn’t want to be named — had sex 
just one time and got warts. She had to get 
them frozen off from inside her body using 
cryotherapy, a process in which doctors put 
liquid nitrogen on the warts, freeze them, 
and then scrape them off — a horrible 
ordeal for one night not-so-great sex. 
Luckily for her, she has never seen them 
again least for now. 

There are more than 100 known strains 
of HPV. Sandy, obviously, got one that 
causes warts. I still did not know for sure 
if my abnormal PAP meant I had HPV, and 
didn’t know what strain(s) carried did. 
I wished like hell that, if I had the disease, 
wouldn’t get one the wart-causing 
strains, because, “Dirty” though I was, 
the idea of telling my fiancé we could get 
warts seemed to me the most unacceptable 
notion ever. My fear of getting warts was 
great that secretly wished instead for 
the HPV strains that can cause cancer. 

Be careful what you wish for. 

After month waiting and hoping, 
the biopsies came back negative for can- 
cer, but the word on the HPV was “yes.” 
I now was not only sure I had it, but also 
that I had one of the four strains most 
found in women with cervical cancer. 
(There’s that word again!) The lab results 
read “May associated with precancer- 
ous lesions or cancer of the cervix.” They 
couldn’t narrow it down, but it was 
either HPV strain 16, 18, 30, or 33. Cue 
the waterworks: I cried like a four year 
old. Guess I got my wish. 

According the Web site for Johns 
Hopkins Medicine, leader HPV 
research, virtually all cases of cervical 
cancer are caused by HPV, and around 70 
to 80 percent of women with cervical 
cancer have either HPV strain 16 or 18.

But I'm happy I didn’t, because that 
doctor was full of crap and this vaccine is 
controversial. 

Gardasil is given to women between 
ui and 26 years old and immunizes.them 
against catching two the four strains 
I possibly have. But heed this: a study 
published just two weeks ago the

ris getting blood clots and 
fainting spells after taking the vac- 
cine. This past June, the Food and Drug 
Administration also required 
warning label to note that individuals 
who faint after receiving the vaccine 
sometimes have “tonic-clonic (jerking) 
movements and seizure-like activity.” 

In other words, the vaccine can cause 
seizures. 

If it has any prophylactic benefit, the 
HPV vaccine is intended for women who 
have not yet been exposed to the virus. 
married and already carrying one of the 
strains the vaccine protects against (and 

marrying a guy who likely has it, too), 
it made no sense for me — especially 
with these risk factors that have now 
come to light. 

opted forgo the vaccine and instead 
devised own logical, though not medi- 
cally prescribed, approach, which was 
did, | could probably exercise the infection 
out me. quit smoking entirely after 
15 years, went to the gym, ate right — all 
that good-for-you crap. Three months 
later, in 2008, I went back to yet another 
gyno for a colposcopy. 

“Everything looks good,” she told 
afterward. Fantabulous! I had my PAP 
done and sent off. The result? LSIL cells 
still present. Dammit! Still waiting and 
watching? Yup. | felt like Sisyphus, con- 
demned to continuously work hard, only 
to find myself back in the same toilsome 
spot. For person who loves quick results 
and hates waiting, this disease was men- 
tally killing me. 

“Hopefully, this time everything will 
come back normal,” I kept finding myself 
Saying over and over again. Until one 
day, in the summer of 2008, that’s what 
magically happened. I was elated, ecstat- 
ic. | thought I had finally beaten this 
bad boy down. 

“In some cases, the immune system 
clears the infection,” says nurse Lau from 
Planned Parenthood. “But it is possible 
they person] will wind having 
another infection later on.”

MOVIN’ 


In July 2008, my husband and I moved 

to Boston. We were so happy to be out of 
Oklahoma that we were acting like bunny 
rabbits. I noticed some blood, but I blamed 
it on the frisky behavior. 

“Are you kidding me, Lisa?” my mother 
barked at me. “You better go to the doctor 
immediately.” 

I called my sister, a nurse, and dis- 
cussed. called about five girlfriends 
before I decided, okay, fine, I'll go to 
another gyno. was pretty sick visiting 
doctors this point and being poked like 
a stuffed pig. But, I thought, just to be 
safe — and mostly to get my mother off 
my ass — I would go. And I did. 

Guess what? Not only had the HPV 
returned, was back with vengeance. 
status had been raised high-grade 
squamous intraepithelial lesion (HSIL) 
presence, meaning these cells had high- 
er likelihood than the LSIL ceils of worsen- 
ing and turning into cancer. Just great. 

What did this mean?, I asked Dr. Luk 
at MGH. Okay, I didn’t exactly “ask” — 1 
more accurately interrogated her like she 
was CIA water-boarding facility but 
the more information I got out of her, the 
more scared got. And the more scared 
got, the closer I was to tears. 

“You may have to get a LEEP,” she said, 
before adding, “I don’t want you to worry 
about this, Lisa — this doesn’t mean you 
have cancer.” 

Don’t worry about this? How could I not 
worry about this? I did appreciate the sen- 
timent — it briefly helped ease my obses- 
sive mind. But that didn’t stop from 
fixating on this LEEP-procedure idea. 

A LEEP — or Loop Electrosurgical 
Excision Procedure out-patient 
operation in which a doctor takes a wire- 
loop electrode and cuts away area 
a woman’s cervix thought to be infected 
with HPV. The abnormal cells are sent 
off to a lab and, says Dr. Barton, if the 
whole abnormal area is scooped out, many 
women never have any more problems. 

have known three girlfriends 
get this procedure and, indeed, all of them 


have been fine since. One even 
f hada baby afterward. But, on 
the downside, there slight

My new obsession became 
thinking about how I would 
never be a mother. Feminist

one LEEP would do that to me, 
but I was sure I would wind up 
having to continually fight off 
this HPV by getting LEEPs until

| Another appointment was 
= scheduled for three months later. 
= My mother lost it. Three months 
seemed like eternity, but was 
the procedure just yet. wanted 
to try to beat this thing. If 1 ate 
a ton of antioxidants (especially 
Gea those allegedly linked to help- 
ing cure cervical cancer) and lost 
ing this infection than would 
just sat on my ass. I stocked up on sunflower 
seeds, ate blueberries like they were going 
out of style, went to the gym four times a 
week, and even bought $6 bottles of acai 
juice. And yes, this regimen probably pro- 
duced more gas than good. 

(Although, on the plus side, | did lose 
about 10 pounds. The National Institutes 
of Health notes that overweight people, 
even not obese, are more likely get 
certain cancers. Although cervical cancer 
not one them, figured cancer can- 
cer and losing weight could only help.) 

I went back to the MGH colposcopy 
clinic, and this place truly great, but 
wound up with yet another gyno. Turned 
out, didn’t get LEEP. Instead, got two 
more biopsies, a PAP,-and a not-exactly- : 
awesome procedure called the endocervical 
curettage that involves doctor scrap- 
ing the canal between the cervix and the 
uterus with a thing that looks like a long 
metal file. Sound like a party? Cramp- 
like symptoms, check; bleeding, check; 
exhaustion, check. I was done. 

Yet, in the end, everything came back 
fine: no cancer, no abnormal cells. 

“If it comes back normal, that almost 
makes me more nervous,” my doctor 
admitted, “like we missed something.” 

Was that fear his eyes? 


NOT LAYING AROUND 

I hope that by speaking up and telling my 
story, raise awareness about these 
three awful letters and dispel some of the 
misinformation out there. 

I don’t know what lies ahead for me. At 
any point, could wind back another 
doctor’s stirrup chair for who-knows-how- 
many more rounds of poking and probing. 
But decided stop focusing the 
endless (and dreary) possibilities. I don’t 
see upside dwelling the not-so- 
great aspects this disease. 

Instead, I’m focusing on my future 
with my amazing husband and trying to 
that this the end story with HPV.

THE DAWAT SPECIAL This platter whether vegetarian not shows off the 
merits fresh frying and the use varied spice mixtures. 


‘© Dawat does what all other Indian 
restaurants do — sometimes 
better — with newish things besides. 
Within the usual Punjabi format of 
stews, rice, breads, and kebabs, there is 
a good variety of flavors, with premium 
herbs like fresh curry leaves, Asian 
basil, and cilantro. Portions aren't 
enormou: , and the menu is long and 
confusing, but stick with me here, and 
you can dine very well in this rather 
handsome storefront. 

To start with, I had my 
first encounter with morabba 
($6.95), fried pumpkin slices 
that look deceptively sweet on 
a bed of yogurt. The real flavors 
are a slight pickling holding 
together the pumpkin (“mora- 
bba” is actually a Hindi and 
Urdu word for sweet pickles), and then a 
tickle of pepper from invisible curry oil. 
Even hotter was baingon ($5.95), an Ital- 
ian-looking plate of sliced fried eggplant 
with more yogurt and spicy tomato sauce. 

The Dawat special platter ($9.95) is 
available in vegetarian or not. We opted for 
the meat, and got a very neatly arranged 
array. The main items, samosas of pota- 
toes and cumin ($3.95/two, a la carte) and 
ground lamb ($4.95), featured exceptional 
pastry with a few cumin seeds that showed 
on the golden pyramids. An aloo tikka 
($4.95), or a flat potato patty, was alive 
with curry leaves and spices. Three mixed- 
vegetable pakoras ($4.95) were nicely fried 
with the onion dominant. A chicken 
pakora ($6.95), however, was not far from 
a white-meat chicken finger — the better 
to employ strong chutneys of coriander, 
tamarind (also with some bite back), and 
onions and red pepper. It all goes to the 
merits of fresh frying and the use of differ- 
ent spice mixtures. 


DINING 
OUT 


That technique was even more evi- 
dent in our main courses. I was delighted 
to see goat dhansak ($15.95), a Goan stew 
popuiar in London that doesn't often 
show up on Boston menus. This dhansak 
was more sweet than sweet and sour, 
and had dried chilies that scare you more 
than burn you. It was thickened with 
various pulses, too. Add to that a heap 
of basmati rice topped with caramelized 
onions, and this was the most filling and 
heartiest main dish. Goat — once 
you get past the idea of it, and 
of eating stew with bones in the 
meat — is not much different 
than lamb in a complex dish like 
this one. 

Barra kebab, a current special 
described as a Peshawari dish for 
which lamb chops are marinated 
three days, was probably just that. The 
lamb was cooked up to the 
falling-off-the-bone point, but never 
lost its own flavor or that of a sophis- 
ticated seasoning. Still, it was a small 
portion, even with salad and a baked 
flatbread thrown on. 

Fortunately, I had ordered a plain 
dosa ($7.95) off a short menu of South 
Indian specialties. | expected a long 
rolled crépe with the standard filling 
of caramelized potatoes. Instead, | es- 
sentially got a thin potato pancake with 
a pot of what seemed like cream cheese 
and herbs for spreading, plus an extra- 
large portion of the traditional super-hot 
vegetable soup, sambhar, that almost al- 
ways goes with it. This sambhar — with 
curry and basil leaves, oniony black 
kalonji seeds, and chunks of summer 
squash, tomatoes, and onion — was 
good enough to go on the menu. 

A more conventional entrée, murg 
reshmi kebab ($13.95), is chicken breast 


Staste “sprinkled with fenugreek.” 

Wine here is attractively priced ($18- 

=$30/bottle), yet senseless unless you are 

*all having murg reshmi kebabs and pa- 
koras — the only entrées that pair well. 
Better to try one of the three Indian 
beers, or something like the homemade 
lemonade ($2.50). Chai ($2.50) is re- 
ally old-fashioned masala with boiled 
milk and hot tea — not the thick chai of 
American coffee chains. 

We only got to two desserts out of sev- 
en, but there is no ground-breaking de- 
velopment in this course, I suspect. Ras 
Malai ($3.95) were bigger cheese balls 
than most, served in simple milk rather 
the lacing of rosewater some restaurants 
use with this dessert. Kheer ($3.95) was 
likewise a fairly dull creamy rice pud- 
ding, despite some cardamom pods. 

The room is as low-key as a store- 
front restaurant can be; the inside 
handsomely redone, featuring a shiny 
blond wood floor, dark wood tables, red 
and yellow walls and table linen, anda 
variety of abstract arts and crafts. There 
is one concession to American taste: the 
placement of a flat-screen TV in the cor- 
ner set on mute to CNN. 

Service our night was excellent, 
though we were the only patrons. This re- 
view should encourage a better test of the 
kitchen capacity. If you walk by and the 
place is empty, don’t hesitate to enter. 
You'll command all the attention and will 
get the freshest fried food ever. ©

GREAT VIETNAMESE SANDWICH FOR BOTH BEGINNERS AND ADVANCED EATERS

In Vietnam, you'd likely 
buy this from a mobile street cart; in the States, stands are often tucked into 
multi-purpose spaces: groceries, bakeries, food courts 
Chinatown convenience store. His banh mi ($2.75) currently has only two 
filling options: “BBQ” beef (sliced, marinated grilled steak) or cold cuts 
with grade all banh the baguette (critical: soft stale one 
overcome excellence elsewhere); freshness the fill- 
ings; quality the proteins, dressings, and chilies; and overall abundance 
Mike's scores very high on all counts. The cold cuts, mostly pork-based 
(none of ther too scary if you've ever eaten mortadella), are dressed with 
Kewpie mayo, the beef with Golden Mountain sauce, a sweetened, sea- 
soned soy sauce. Chilies are fresh jalapefios. Both versions are delicious, 
fresh, and generously filled yet light — you never get that logy feeling that 
meat-and-cheese-heavy American subs often deliver. 

A variety of Chinese and Vietnamese snacks (all made off-premises) 
are also sold, like banh ($5), pyramid-shaped dumpling sticky- 
rice dough filled with ground pork, shallots, and mushrooms, wrapped 
in banana leaf for resteaming at home. Drink options include respect- 
able Vietnamese iced-coffee with sweetened condensed milk, surpris- 

| ingly pre-brewed ($2.25), and American bottied water and canned soft 
drinks ($1-$2.25). There's one table for eating in. This ain't Mike's 
first banh-mi rodeo; he ran a stand in a now-defunct food court near- 
by for years, and that experience is reflected in some of the best banh 

} mi in the neighborhood. This imported sandwich is one of the city’s 
tastiest super-cheap meals — don't be the last one on your dorm floor 
or block to try one

The title of Israel Horovitz’s Sins of 

the Mother (through September 
Gloucester Stage) is an ironic misnomer. 
The first act is set in the deserted union 
meeting hall of a mostly defunct Gloucester 
fish-processing plant where out-of-work 
locals come every week to have their un- 
employment cards signed. Here learn 
of a sinister, unexpected link between the 
long-dead mother young Douggie Shim- 
matarro (Francisco Solorzano) — who's 
back in town after having moved away as a 
teenager — and middle-aged Bobby Malo- 
ney (Robert Walsh).

Bound 
with that joke recurring gag: all three 
of the men Douggie encounters — the third is 
Dubbah Morrison (David Nail), a contempo- 
rary Frankie’s think that Douggie must 
belong to one of two other local Shimmatarro 
families.

Looking the wavy roofs Félix Cande- 
la’s most iconic structures, like the res- 
taurant Los Manatiales (1958) in Mexico 
City, I think of pinwheels or the fluttering 
dress of a spinning dancer. The curves are 
so graceful, sexy, and gravity-defying that 
you don’t have recognize the technical 
marvels built into them to be swept away. 

But as “Félix Candela: Engineer, Builder, 
Structural Artist” the MIT Museum 
explains, they are engineering feats. Los 
Manatiales fans four hyperbolic parabo- 
loids saddle shapes span 106-feet- 
wide dining area without any support col- 
umns. Perhaps what's hardest to believe is 
that Candela’s thin-shell reinforced-conctete 
roofs are typically just 1.5 inches thick. In 
comparison, Eero Saarinen’s spaceship-like 
dome for MIT's Kresge Auditorium (1950- 
*55) in Cambridge — considered the first 
large-scale concrete-shell building in the 
US — varies in thickness from 3.5 inches at 
the apex to 18 inches at the base 

Candela’s roofs are so thin that the 
models here sometimes wind up being 
three times thicker, by scale, than the ac- 
ures. It seems impossible, and 
crazy. But after half a century, the struc- 


tual stn 
tures are still standing. 
The € it, which was organized by the 
Princeto liversity Art Museum, includes 
mn drawings, historical photos, note- 
books, and about a dozen models that fill 
od-sized gallery. It’s a sharp, succinct 
duction to Candela, though the limited 
anatory texts may leave those without 
ngineering knowledge feeling adrift. 
Born in Madrid, Candela (1910-1997) 
served on the losing side of the Spanish 
Civil War before arriving in Mexico as a 
refugee in 1939, just in time for a build- 
ing boom. His workhorse design was a 
reinforced concrete “umbrella” resembling 
a hollow, shallow, upside-down pyramid 
atop support column. deployed these 
umbrellas in groups, in various sizes, to 
create sheltered markets (a Mexico City 
ordinance had abolished open street mar- 
kets) and train stations. His ingenious

solution for the Iglesia de la Medalla Mila- 
grosa (1995) in Mexico City was to tip a se- 
ries of concrete umbrellas on their sides to 
form the church's soaring nave. 

Cost was one factor that pushed Can- 
dela toward concrete. The MIT curators 
point out that his umbrellas were half the 
price similar metal structures. And the 
catalogue for the Museum of Modern Art’s 
1955 exhibit “Latin American Architecture 
Since 1945” argues that Latin America 
lacked structural timber, produced little 
structural steel, and manufactured poor- 
quality brick. 

Candela’s first parabolic shell structure 
was the Cosmic Rays Laboratory (1951) at 
the Universidad Nacional Auténoma de 
México in Mexico City. It resembles some 
sort space tent atop six insect legs. The 
concrete roof is only 5/8 of an inch thick, 
to allow the measurement of cosmic radia- 
tion. Hidden inside are thicker support 
ribs. As Candela came to understand the 
strength these roofs and grew more con- 
fident from building test structures and 
finished projects for clients, his designs 
eliminated more and more of these beams. 

His key construction insight was that 
complex curves could be built from an un- 
derlying web of straight lines at varying 
angles. Which meant they could be built 


atop simple cheap wood scaffolding, with 
only a minimum of bending required to 
make the concrete forms. 

all culminates his Chapel Lomas 
(1958) in Cuernavaca, where the funnel 
shape sweeps open seven-story-tall 
mouth. What sets Candela’s designs apart 
from similar work by, say Saarinen, is the 
way he eliminates the ribs at the mouth 
edge emphasize just how thin the roof 
is. And though the models have smooth 
surfaces, the actual roofs usually retain a 
good deal of texture from the boards used to 
shape the concrete. In this case, lines seem 
to radiate out from the altar like a halo. 


Candela’s curves made a stark con- 

trast to the rectilinearity of the 
then-prevailing High Modernist design, 
a landmark example of which can be seen 
the modestly sized New England home 
of Walter Cropius (1883-1969), which he 
built, in 1938, at 68 Baker Ridge Road in 
Lincoln, when he moved here from Ger- 
many (after a stopover in London) to be- 
come head of Harvard’s Graduate School 
of Design. (Tours are offered Wednesday 
through Sunday through October 15, and 
then weekends during the rest of the year; 
see historicnewengland.org/visit/homes/ 
gropius. htm.)

The Gropius House's

design was. 


Gropius, who founded the legendary 
Staatliches Bauhaus school of design in 
Weimar in 1919, was best known for the 
groundbreaking urban, factory 
devised for two German projects. Both 
the 1911-’13 Fagus Works (an affiliate of 
United Shoe Machinery Co. in Beverly) and 
the 1926 Bauhaus buildings in Dessau, Ger- 
many, are characterized large, gridded 
exterior expanses steel and glass. 

When built here, Gropius wrote 
that “I made it a point to absorb into my 
own conception those features the New 
England architectural tradition that I 
still found alive and adequate.” But his 
house vertical redwood siding versus 
horizontal bands of windows, a flat roof, 
all straight lines and rectangles feels 
like argument with the surrounding 
meadow. Although now National His- 
toric Landmark, it still seems contrary to 
our idea of rustic architecture. 

Still, this out-of-place feeling reminds 
you how revolutionary Bauhaus design 
was. It’s remembered for inspiring spare, 
clean, geometric, minimalist design — 
and ubiquitous drab glass, steel, and rein- 
forced-concrete-box buildings. But was 
driven utopian vision. The Bauhaus 
architects hoped to flatten class distinc- 
tions producing elegant but affordable 
mass-produced designs. They saw their 
geometric style as a universal language 
that could transcend national divisions. 
The masses never really embraced it, but 
Bauhaus style proliferated because glass, 
steel, and reinforced-concrete buildings 
remain the cheapest thing going. 

In Lincoln, Gropius made reference 
to colonial New England architecture via 
puns: centrally placed entrance pro- 
jecting at an angle, rigidly linear retain- 
ing walls that tease traditional stacked 
fieldstone walls, a striking central spiral 
stairway outfitted with cork steps, an iron 
handrail, chrome balusters. The stairway’s 
walls are traditional clapboard turned 
its side. 

The interior is spare, stylish with indus- 
trial overtones, and relentlessly practical, 
in tones of black, white, and gray. (Favorite 
special feature: racks built onto bathroom 
radiators to keep towels warm.) What sur- 
prises is how cozy it feels. Bauhaus rigor is 
softened by carpets, cork floors, a Saarinen 
Womb Chair, furry sheepskin thrown over 
Bauhauser Marcel Breuer’s slinky chaise 
longue, and lots windows looking onto 
the rolling countryside. The furnishings 
— which include many of Breuer’s iconic 
tubular-steel chairs plus art by Joan Miré, 
Laszl6 Moholy-Nagy, and Josef Albers — are 
largely intact. 

There’s no doubt that Cropius was more 
influential, but I’m partial Candela’s 
curves. Gropius’s Modernism rooted 
an earthbound industrial zsthetic; Can- 
dela soars into the sky. His concrete shell 
roofs embody a post-war exuberance in the 
marvels (not the violence) of the atom, the 
frontiers space, the possibilities the 
future. ©

NAKED RAYGUN ASSESS THEIR LEGACY

FEARLESSLY FAR OUT Like Windy City Replacements, 
Naked Raygun tested what they could and made 


all of it work. 


Naked Raygun’s many con- 
quests, perhaps their greatest was 
impressing Steve Albini. In a 1992 Maxim- 
umrocknroll interview, Albini — the sharp- 
tongued musician/producer who, among 
other things, once dismissed Nirvana 
“R.E.M. with fuzzbox” and the Pixies 
“blandly entertaining college rock” of- 
fered a rare public endorsement. After 
seeing Raygun live, he enthused, “Oh 
God, this the greatest band the 
whole world!” 

How did the group — who come to 
the Middle East this Wednesday — earn 
such a testimonial from the influential 
curmudgeon? The answer is pointedly 
uncomplicated. “I tried to never write any 
crappy songs,” says vocalist Pezzati. 
know that sounds dumb, but we self-ex- 
amined and were really picky about what 
ended up on vinyl, so we didn’t have to 
crappy song over and over.” 

After forming 1981, spent couple 
years establishing identity. “Before 
debut EP] Basement Screams came out, 
we didn’t know what we were doing,” re- 
calls Pezzati. “We sounded like surf, like 
rockabilly, like playing really terrible 
music from all different genres. Santiago 
ex-guitarist] came with lot 
songs that had whoa-whoas them. 
quit the band kind early, and kept 
writing songs with whoa-whoas them 
because they were catchy and easy do.” 

Even with revolving-door line-up, 
Raygun compiled fearlessly far-out

oeuvre. Pezzati’s steely 
voice led punk/post- 
hardcore mesh that 
jumped between tones 
and subjects. “Potential 
Rapist,” from Basement 
Screams, sympathized with 
the misaligned title char- 
acter, a man with “no sex 
interest.” The broken frag- 
ments of “Peacemaker,” 
from All Rise (1986), began, 
the 
pound sand right up your 
ass.” “Soldiers Requiem,” 
from Jettison (1988), was a 
paean to impossibly brave 
watrriors; a year later, on 
Understand? , “Treason” 
confronted conspiracy. 
Like a Windy City Replace- 
ments, Naked Raygun 
tested what they could 
and made almost all of it 
work. 

Pezzati doesn’t buy 
that. don’t know 
there real great pro- 
gression the albums 
like you say,” he counters. 
“To me, it sounds like 
more the same.” 

also applies 
Raygun’s no-bullshit ap- 
proach their own work. 
“We're our Own worst crit- 
ics. call like is. 
that sucks, we'll let them work on it and 
work and then finish and tell him 
it really sucks.” Off the top of his head, 
he identifies “Hot Atomics,” a track from 
Last of the Demohicans (1997), as a song that 
was almost axed for good.

Again, Pezzati faces the criticism 
head-on.

Until that point, the band was really 
a creative roll. Before that was Jettison, 
which was pretty hard to top.

LONG LAST, AUTOLUX RETURNS

Autolux have been spending more than 
a few rainy days indoors. Following a 
sterling run in 2005 — when, after releasing 
one of the best records of 2004, the ad hoc 
space-rock trio opened for Beck and Nine Inch 
Nails and won hearts with little fanfare — 
they’ve been torturing fans with an almost 
total lack of output. It’s as if they’d been hid- 
ing in their bedrooms. 

“It’s the most bizarre, perverse thing,” ad- 
mits guitarist Greg Edwards over the phone 
from LA. “I don’t understand why people 
haven't abandoned us completely.” Accord- 
ing to Edwards, they’ve been operating in a 
stripped-down DIY mode, spending lengthy 
sessions finishing the follow-up Future Per- 
fect (DMZ/Red while floating 
in record-label purgatory. 

“It’s really not that different from when 
we were on Columbia,” he says. “You just 
everything, it’s basically less diluted, 
instead getting someone else and 
waiting to see if they do it wrong.” 

That they’re heading out on tour again for 
the first time since 2005 (they'll play the Par- 
adise next Thursday) is the latest hint they’re 
coming out of the storm cellar for real. A 
couple of songs that surfaced last year — an 
UNKLE collaboration and amazing In- 
ternet single — proved Future Perfect wasn’t a 
fluke. Otherwise, they’ve remained quiet. 

“It seems like interest has actually grown,” 
says Edwards. “Maybe it’s just the suspense, 
and after release something and out and 
play it, everything will just deflate.” 

The reason people have stayed tuned 
pretty simple: Future Perfect was forehead- 
smackingly good and hasn't gotten any 
worse with time. Born from the remains 
alt-rock groups (Edwards played bass 
Failure and drummer Carla Azar played 
Ednaswap; bassist/vocalist Eugene 
completes the line-up), the band 
latched onto washy shoegazer guitar tropes, 
muggy drumming, and heavy clouds 


mood and hung them up on a toothpick 
framework that gets better every time you 
listen. It wasn't current — Azar’s lopsided 
beats looked ahead to an approach Portis- 
head would bite two years later, and some 
of the guitars went back to Cobain and 
Corgan and even Brainiac. But that’s what 
ruled about it. 

Since the release of Future Perfect in 2004 
and the following year of touring, they’ve 
run into some rough patches. DMZ, which 
was run by T Bone Burnett (he produced 
Future Perfect), dissolved in 2006, leaving 
them orphaned inside the Columbia mega- 
label bureaucracy. They landed in the Epic 
division, but Edwards says relations fizzled 
there after the band failed produce 
new record on demand. “After we did that 
first record, I almost had an anxiety attack 
anytime | thought about having to record 
again. There’s way could envision it, 
because everything is contingent on this 
series of accidents.” 

All the same, the band have wrested con- 
trol of their career. Azar has stepped up as 
the default manager, maintaining contacts 
and orchestrating the release tour-only 
seven-incher preview track from the al- 
bum b/w an old instrumental). 

“It’s got its pluses and minuses,” says 
Edwards working without net. “You 
have to be diligent and look at it as a busi- 
ness — which maybe a lot of artists don’t 
want to concern themselves with.” 

And that includes Edwards, who admits 
he could be a shut-in by nature. “I don’t 
want to deal with it. If it weren’t for Carla, 
no one would have ever heard of Autolux, 
and I would have just stayed in my bedroom 
listening demo tapes.”

L earning to cycle safely on Boston streets 
is a tempering process. Cyclists start out 
skittish, wobbly, hugging the side the road 
so tightly they have to swerve to avoid the 
side-view mirrors parked cars. Over time, 
they learn to ease out of the “door zone,” 
where a hastily opened door can end a life. 
Their peripheral vision grows super-wide; a 
few even begin read minds based the 
way a driver’s head twitches. 

But good any rider gets smelling 
danger the air, there are chance situations 
that can overwhelm. 

According the Department Public 
Health, over 3700 cyclists were sent to Creater 
Boston emergency rooms in 2006 after being 
hit by cars, and four of them succumbed. 
You can bet your Lance Armstrong-signed 
racing jersey that one or two among those 
thousands, as they were being strapped toa 
backboard and carried off in an ambulance, 
thought to themselves: “Damn, somebody 
oughta do something about that spot.” 

But likely those remained just thoughts, or 
at most rants to the officers, who took a few 
notes. The assumption is that police reports 
will do the talking, or maybe the ambulance 
drivers. Somebody, somewhere, deep in the 
bowels of your city or town hall, will surely 
read that report, and say to his co-worker in 
the transportation department, “Hey Bob, 
there’ve been five bike crashes Main Street 
and First this year, maybe we ought to look at 
this.” And and Bob will get it. 

But that all depends. Around here, it’s 
about what side of the river you’re on: Boston 
or Cambridge. 

From Top Crash Locations” report 
released by the Massachusetts Highway 
Department last month, outsider might 
gather Cambridge had the raw deal for 
cyclists. Eight the state’s top bicycle 
crash locations were inside Cantabrigian 
borders. And bike-swarmed Central Square 
was named number-one bike grinder. 

Before tossing U-Lock Cambridge 
City Hall, though, consider the fine print on 
page three. 

“Although Massachusetts General 
Laws . . . require drivers and police departm- 
ents file crash reports this not always 
the case.” 

In fact, the Boston Police Department 
(BPD) sends only a tiny, tiny fraction of its 
police reports to the state’s Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. 

“They say they only send them in 
when the car needs towed there’s 
an injury, but I’m not even sure they do 
that,” says Bonnie Polin, Mass Highway’s 
chief safety analyst. “I imagine Boston 
gets something like 15,000 [motor vehicle] 
crashes a year, but they’ve reported only. . . 
92 in all of 2007.”

Driscoll also says there is only 
occasional communication between 
BPD and the Boston Transportation

a few incidents at the same intersection,” 
and that cross-department discussion is 
not automatic or mandatory. 

“That's something that we also need to 


get more efficient about,” says Driscoll. 
“We've been discussing with the BTD the 
need get more proactive with this data.” 


THE OTHER SIDE 
Not to create animosity over the Charles, 
but Cambridge looking lot better 
this one. Over there, officers are trained 
to fill out those state crash-report forms 
faithfully, and to check that box marked 
“bicycle” without fail when a cyclist is 
hit. They also are encouraged record the 
minute details of every bike crash, because 
the transportation department is paying 
close attention to each as they happen. The 
CPD reports directly to the city’s volunteer 
Bicycle Committee on a regular basis, as it 
does the Pedestrian Committee. 

“We look at [the reports] as they 


occur,” says Sue Clippinger, director 

Cambridge’s Traffic, Parking, and 
Transportation Department. “A lot of times 
there are not lot the same type 
crashes, even in a cluster [of crashes], to 
help us. But in looking citywide at bicycle 
crashes, the most common crashes are 
either being doored conflict with 
right-turning vehicle.” 

Now that’s good information. You could 
base public-awareness campaign that, 
and Cambridge has. 

Luckily, the BPD isn’t the only place to 
for this kind data. public-records 
request for pedestrian crashes and their 
locations returned only annual totals. But 
using Boston EMS data, the Phoenix was able 
ascertain the top five dicey intersections 
in the city (see sidebar, page 3), although 
there still was no reasonable way to 
separate bicyclists from pedestrians. 

Taken as a whole, Mass Ave from Beacon 
Street to Melnea Cass Boulevard is definitely 
the most life-threatening gauntlet in the 
city — but more pedestrians get hit in 
Roxbury Crossing at Columbus Avenue and 
Tremont Street than at any other single 
spot Boston. Forty-three people were 
hauled off that piece of pavement to local ~ 
emergency rooms in the years 2002 to 2007, 
average one every two months. When 
the average one- two-block area has 
rate pedestrian hits per year, seven 
year is fairly phenomenal.

course, if someone could say with authority 
how many are walking, biking, or rolling 
through these intersections. there’s more 
bike crashes in Central Square, for instance, 
that could just mean there are a hell of a lot 
of people biking through there. Cambridge 
does count cyclists the same locations 
each year, including Central Square, and that 
count has shown a 100 percent increase in 
cycling in the past six years. If the crash rate 
is holding steady or rising at a slower rate, 
these numbers could seen positive. 

In Portland, Oregon, for instance, where 
ridership over the city’s bridges has increased 
by over 4oo percent since 1991, according the 
city’s figures, the number of reported bike 
crashes has risen by only 33 percent. 

It’s a mantra for the bicycling advocates. 
The more people ride, the safer gets. 

But, truthfully, in Portland, NYC, and 
Holland — all places where this safety-in- 
numbers phenomenon has been shown 
every attention has been paid to improving 
safety with road design. 

So it follows that Boston, as it gets praise 
for trying to shake its “worst bicycling 
city” designation (according to Bicycling 
magazine) finding ways get people 
bikes, will also have to show concern about 


how people are getting knocked off them

don’t need to break this news to you 

returning LCTBTQ-folk (from here 
referred to as “gayses” for the sake of my 
copy editors), but for those of you just 
joining us in Boston, a bitter little amuse 
bouche start off this otherwise super- 
tasty survey of our current gay-nightlife 
situation: our gay bars kind suck. 

That's not even a “someone had to say it” 
kind of comment. I hear it more often than 
I hear “Believe.” Around here, that’s saying 
lot and therein lies big part the 
problem. once took visiting friend out 
see the bears the Alley and had give 
him a pathetic “don’t look at me” look when 
an endless trance remix of “Enter Sandman” 
came on and stayed on. For me — as I’m 

sure for any gayses who only have their 
tolerance tested when awful records come 

on — I came to the city for a shame-free 
existence; this is deeply betrayed every time 
I hear Stevie Nicks’s shawl getting caught 
and torn up in the gears of hi-energy house 
music. 

Local queer DJ, deep-disco enthusiast, 
impresario, and chatterbox (at my 
prompting) Joseph Colbourne was 
presented with similar rant last week 
over the phone, and responded with the 
kind unwavering forward thinking 
that has recently re-energized local 
homosocializing: “There’s an obvious 
divide in Boston,” he says. “There 
are people who want keep safe, 
mainstream, and accessible, and there’s 
another population that wants to create the 
culture all over again, from the ground up.” 

Girl ain’t lying. In fact, that growing 
latter faction speaks responsible 
for serious boom wide variety all- 
inclusive dance parties and club nights 
for gayses who, really, just want to go 
out, bump into each other, bat lashes,

and hear some decent music for 
once. It’s turned into something of 
a renaissance; thing is, none of it is 
happening the gay bars. 

“Twenty, 25 years ago, when people 
went to the bars and the clubs, it was 
about the music,” Colbourne says, 
quick patch obvious hole his 
claim, “I'm not saying there wasn’t 
sex and drugs happening, but musical 
culture and gay culture were a lot more 
intertwined. I don’t feel like that’s been 
the case for at least 15 years. Some of the 
Djs in mainstream clubs don’t even know 
what they’re playing.” 

Colbourne archival boogie’s fiercest 
local advocate has recently manned 
the decks for new parties like CONTACT 
(first Tuesdays at ZuZu) and GROUP HUG 
(last Sundays at Enormous Room) and, 
on September 30, will spin the inaugural 
installment of THEREALSIDE at the Milky 
Way. While he takes a firm, curatorial 
approach his playlists (usually mix 
forgotten disco, early house, and couple 
decades worth of rare R&B), and though 
he’s not likely honor requests (keep 
that Mariah kick you're on to yourself), 
Colbourne prides himself dropping the 
oft-hazardous niche-iness of his tastes in 

favor of a more party-pampering M.O. 

“The more I do this, the more I wanted 

to understand what gays in the city want 
to hear,” says Colbourne. To this end, he’s 
embarked research junkets through 
Boston’s more macro gay nights (like HOT 
MESS SUNDAYS at Underbar, GLAMOROUS 
THURSDAYS at Estate, and EPIC SATURDAYS at 
the Roxy), watched the floor carefully at his 
own throwdowns, and developed a dance- 
floor sensibility that deftly dovetails, say, 
Roy Ayers with Donna Summer. “You have 
to be able to relate to your audience.” 

Under this mantra, Colbourne and other 
go-getter Djs and promoters like him are 
taking mission that has been long 
neglected by our bars: that of creating 
and renewing queer culture rather than 
just and rehashing and 
Boston's gay establishments are resistant 
re-assess their relationship new 
generation gayses, curious “straight” 
venues are happily getting in on the action. 
(Let’s just call it recruiting.)

Bobcat Goldthwait and I are linked 

in infamy — I once described his 
directorial debut, Shakes the Clown, as “the 
Citizen Kane of alcoholic-clown movies.” 
They quoted line the poster, and 
the blurb, like the movie, has been both 
praised and reviled. A Syracuse native, 
Goldthwait began his career as a stand-up 
comic based in Boston in the early 1980s 
before parlaying his wild-haired-screamer 
persona into a zillion comic-relief roles on 
screens big and small.
